A Resolution by KeKlnley Vigorously

Being Oppoxid to HU Ke-F lection— 
Minuter Smith to Resign. 


WASHINGTON Cur, Sept 15.—McKin- 


ley, from the committee on ways and 
means, reported back tbe tariff bill with 
senate 
amendments, with the recom- 


mendation that the amendment? be non- 
concurred in. This was at once consid- 
sred in committee of the whole. McKin- 
ley then offered a resolution from tbe 
committee on rales for the immediate 
consideration of the tariff bill in the 
bouse. After two hours' general debate 
It shall be In order to move to non-con- 
zur in tbe senute amendments tn gross 
and agree to the committee on confer 
ence asked for by tbe senate, and the 
house shall 
without further delay or 


other motion proceed to vote on said mo- 
tion. 


The Resolution Adopted. 


The previous question on the resolution 


was ordered; yeas 116, nays 71. Blonnt. of 
Georgia, protested against the 
resolution 


contending that it was a parody on delib- 
eration. It would have been better to 
bave provided for no debate, for this 
course would at least bare bad the sem- 
blance of dlrectiiesa. Tbe right to vote on 
any separate amendment was denied to 
every member l>y iliis order. The house, 
Blount insisted should reject this order. 
It was ati unfortunate spectacle. McMil- 
lin, of Ten nexsee, also opposed the resolu- 
tion and criticised the committee on rules 
for reporting it. The majority in caucus 
had determined not only tbatthe minority 
should be throttled, but that tbe plumed 
knight should be throttled. The resolu- 
tion was then adopted, yeas 114, nays 73. 


Remark* of Flower of New York. 


McKinley gave a very brief statement of 


tbs senate amendments but entered into 
no argument as to their propriety or im- 
propriety. Flower of New York said that 
theestiruHted revenue for the year was 
HoO,ttiO,0.xJ. 
This congress had appro- 


priated S4C1 000,000. What was the need, 
he asked, of this tariff bill? Why not 
leave the present law as it was, with an 
amendment for reciprocity which meant 
reciprocity, and not one of these jumping- 
jdcks, tLe string of which the president 
C'juld pull at any time? 
He charged 


tbe Repub.ican party with demoralizing 
business. Ho believed that tbe pending 
bill was demornliz'ug tht country and 
would demorHiizd it still further. The 
tiue business of this congress was to econ- 
omize—to cheese pare if necessary—to cut 
down tbe expenditures of the government 
so that they should equal tbe revenues 
and no more. Tbat was duty and tbat 
was business 


Opposed to the Bill. 


McRea of Arkansas opposed the bill 


both in its original form and us amended, 
on the 
ground that it discriminated 


against the farming industry. 
Farqubar 


of New York, in behalf of the millions 
of poor people who inhabited cities on 
tbe northern lakes, hoped that tbe senate 
amendments in regard to the duty on flan 
would 
be 
voted 
down. Payson of 


Illinois thought that in various respects 
the bill as it passed tbe senate was pre- 
ferable to the measure as it passed tbe 
honse. He spoke in favor of the senate 
amendment placing 
binding twine on 


the free list, and said tbat he would be 
delighted if a vote could be had upon 
concurring in tbat amendment. He was 
a Republican He was a believer in Re- 
publican principles. He believed In tbe 
theory of protection; but he did not be- 
lieve in a lbeor> of protection which put 
upon tbe UutiqMe list an article, tbe raw 
material of which was absolutely free of 
duty and the manufacture of whic.h was 
in the bands of a combination which^could 
be indicted under the act passed by the 
present congress. 


The Sugar Question. 


After protesting against tbe placing of 


works of art upon tbe free list, he touched 
upon the sugar question and hoped tbat 
tbe bouse would stand by its schedule. 
Tbe Illinois Republican delegation in tbe 
house be sa'd bad reason to feel satisfied 
In tbe position it bad assnmKL It had 
unanimously adopted a resolution that 
sugar at the grade of 16 dutch standard 
and below should go on the free list. He 
proposed, and he though! be spoke for his 
Republican colleagues from Illinois, to 
stand by tbe sugar tor the poor customer, 
to the end of tbe session. He was ready 
to stand here and stay until tbe just de- 
mands of an intelligent constituency were 
met and satisfied. 


HE UIKES A HOT FIGHT. 


Wbat Cannon Sajs of His Chancel for Re- 


Klectlon to Cong-ram. 


WASHINGTON- CITY, Sept. 15.—J. G. Can- 


non talked freely Sunday respecting tbe 
report tbat The Danville Commercial, one 
of bis home papers, bad coine out in op- 
position to bis re election. After going 
over the reasons u bicn to bis mind led the 
editor to write the editorial, Mr. Cannon 
•aid: 


"If you ask would I rather he had not 


done it I frankly answer yes. but I shall 
not be cast dow n because of the desertion. 
They are making what I like—a hot fight 
—and as soon as I get .f.vuy from here I 
will be there to make it as interesting as 
possible. I have not dane anything per- 
sonally and tbe Republican party bas not 
done anything collectively of which we 
ought to be ashamed. AH that is needed 
is to get about among tbe people and tell 
them so."Predicts Hi» Re-Election. 


Returning to the newspaper defection 


Mr. Cannon said the statement that four- 
teen papers in bis district had repudiated 
him before The Commercial was true only 
to four. Tbat uuml>er bad abandoned bit 
support, but in every instance he Bald the 
editor bsd a grievanc3 bora of personal 
disappointment over the distribution of 
loaves and fishes. "The same kind of a 
fight," mid Mr. Cannon, "has been made 
agaiust me in every campaign for eighteen 
yean without success, and it will not suc- 
ceed now."

A RECORD OF 
CRIMINAL 
DEEDS. 


Thomas Riley, a Reporter, Kill* the 


City Engineer of Newport. Ky., Who 
Had Assaulted Him—Horrible Murder 
ol a Cincinnati Girl by Her Lover—A 
Mysterious Murder at Grand Rsiplds, 
Mich.—Capture of a Footpad. 
BOSTON, Sept. 15.—Messrs. Walter Pot- 


ter and W. D. Lovell, of the firm of Pot- 
ter, Lovell & Co., were arrested Monday 
on warrants charging them with embez- 
zlement and larceny. 
The complaint is 


made by Mr. Charles Kichai'.isou, of Pnil- 
adelphia, a tnemberof the firm of C. Rich- 
ardson & Soim, a director of the National 
Blink of the Rapinnic in Philadelphia and 
president of the Edge Hill Furnace com- 
pany, and it alleges theembezzlement and 
larceny ol1 $70,000 worth of bonds of the 
Edge Hill Furnace company. The trans- 
action between the parties on which the 
complaint is baaed is the one on which a 
temporary injunction against the disposal 
of the bonds was recently granted. 


Fraudulent Conversion of Bond*. 


In his petition for that injunction Mr. 


Richardson sets forth that his firm had 
been In the habit of placing their notes 
witb Potter, Lovell & Co., for negotiation 
and that to cover advances from the con- 
cerns, when possibly no notes were on 
hand the firm had given as security $70,- 
000 worth of 6 per cent, bonds of the Edge- 
hill Furii'ice company. These bonds, he 
pays, are in the possession of E G. and E. 
Wallace, of Rochester, N. H , and there- 
fore that firm ia made a party to the civil 
suit. He then alleges the fraudulent con- 
version of the bonds by Potter, Lovell & 
Co., to their own use and usks HU account- 
ing. 
The criminal complaint is drawn 


along tbe same line.i and contains about 
the same allegations. 


SENSATIONAL SHOOTING AFFAIR. 


The City Engineer of 
Newport, Ky., 


Killed by a Reporter. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, Sept. 
15.—Charles 


Jungerman, city engineer of Newport, 
Ky., was shot and killed Sunday after- 
noon by Tboinas Ritey. a reporter for The 
Covington Daily Commonwealth. Sev- 
eral n eeks ago Riley wrote some articles 
reflecting on Jungerman's competency in 
the construction of a school house which 
was so poor y built I hat it was rejected. 
Sunday aftemoon the two men met in 
the Campbell county court house. Jun- 
geruian asked what he wrote those arti- 
cles for. 


He Struck Riley First. 


"What articles!'" replied Riley. Jnn- 


gerinan with an oath raised a cane which 
he carried in his hand and struck Riley a 
blow on the liend, cutting a long gash. 
The assaulted m.iu staggered aud the 
blood streamed down his face. He passed 
out of the court house, and just around 
the corner of the veranda lie again espied 
Jungerman. The belligerents rushed to- 
ward each other. Kiley held a revolver 
and before his assailant could reach him 
he fired three shots in quick succession. 
Every one of tha bullets did fatal execu- 
tion. Jtitigerman was -32 years old, and 
was a leader in Newport society. He was 
engaged to marry the daughter of A. S. 
Berry, mayor of the oity

The opposing counsel accepted 
the plea and said they were unwilling to 
prosecute. Judge Cross summed up the 
case and said he would impose a fine of 
$500, which was promptly paid, and the 
cuse came to an end.

It is just* trifle over four years ago tbat

northeast of the city, had a horse stolen 
In the night No trace of the thief was 
found then. Joe Lewis lived In the neigh- 
borhood, and his reputation was believed to 
b* shady, so it was believed he took the 
bone. However, he declared that he had a 
saddle stolen that same night and suspicion 
gradually turned from him. deleft there 
some time ago. 


Four or nve weeks ago Jee Lewis ap- 


peared In the neighborhood again with a 
horse. He borrowed a wagon and harness 
from 
William Barnes, promising to re- 


tuna then that day. 
He didn't return, 


however, and the day following Barnes 
came to Marshal Mason to get help In find- 
ing his misting property. 
The marshal 


had already heard that a horse and wagon 
had been stolen In Indianapolis by a man 
answering the description of Lewis, so the 
marshal began to look for Lewis. After 
some skillful >ork it wag found that he 
had sold horse and wagon at St. Louis aud 
gotten away himself. The marshal went 
to St Louis, got Mr. Barnes' wagon and 
notified Chief Lloyd that the horse was 
there. The wagon Lewis stole in Indianapolis 
with the horse he sold In the edge of Indi- 
ana while on bis way here. 


Chief Lloyd dldnt stop with getting back 


the property, but kept after Lewis and 
finally located and arrested him at Evans- 
ville, and took him back to Indianapolis. 
Thit was within two weeks. 


Once in jail Lewis began to talk about

A GOOD GAS WELL. 


Dl*eoT«re<l On a Fmrsn Mmr Emmy by J. 


D. Lymaa. 


Green A Braden were boring for water 


Saturday on the farm of J. D. Lyman, three 
miles vest of .Emery. Mr. Lyman ia a 
brother-in-law of A. F. Boss. The men 
didn't find water, but they found what is o 
a great deal more use to Mr. Lyman, jus 
as It is. That Is a gas well that will prob- 
ably keep him IB light and fuel for seven 
yean. It is not strong enough to be wort 
a big fortune, and It Is not certain to last, 
bat It looks now as If It would. 


The drill was down 80 feet, about 4 in 


the-afternoon, bad passed through a thin 
sheet of rock and was Just going through 
three or four feet of gravel, when the water 
began, boiling op in the two-inch pipe that 
wag in the hole. Then the gas could be 
smelled, and the men eay it was a most 
awfnl smell. They began getting their 
drill and tools away from the opening, and 
about 10 minutes after the water first began 
» ball, the gag came out with a great rush. 
Hirst a spr»y of muddy water shot up, then 
a stone about as big as a goose egg went up 
ISO feet Into the air like a shot out of a 
gun. After that sand and gravel came up 
and began to fall around like a ball storm. 
Then the flow of gas was steady, coming 
out with a gentle hum, like steam under 
light pressure. 


The flame was lighted and it burned up 


30 feet in tbe air, a space of five'feet ap- 
pearing between the mouth of the pipe and 
tbe lower end of the flame. The heat was 
very noticeable, and could be felt some dis- 
tance away. After letting the gas burn 
awhile, the blaze was put out and a cap 
fitted over the pipe. It was all a man 
could do to hold the cap down while 
he 
screwed 
It 
on. 
To test the

gas, 
however, 
the 


cap was taken off again and the gas allowed 
to flow for "36 hours. At the end of that 
time the pressure seemed as great as at 
first. 


Mr. Lyman came to Decatur yesterday to 


consult George Stare about bis find and see 
what he thought of it. Mr. Stare has made 
a study of gas wells, and knows as much 
about them as any one.
